thalmic goiter.” and somettmes call. 
*d “Orave*' disease” after the Irish 
physician who was one of its first 
descrlbtra. 
We have plenty of evidence th at 
a goiter of thla type runs a defi­ 
nite course of about four years and 
eventually the 
patient 
get« well 
without the necesaity of a surgical 
operation. 
For Instance, among the 
earliest reports of this disease I* 
that of a G erm an physlclnn m m e d 
Basedow. 
Ho wrote his 
descrip­ 
tions of these cases before the day* 
when surgery was perfected and 
before anyone had ever removed a 
thyroid gland by aurglcal operation. 
Reading those renorts with thia 
in mind it is Interesting to not# 
that while Dr. Ba»edow did not un­ 
derstand the nature of the riiseas«'
